Gambling in Hotels and Levee 
Women in Winerooms 
Lure Chicagoans to 
the Village. 


FORTY SALOONS IN PLACE. 


Girl Clerk in One Hostelry Ad- 
mits Games of Chance Are 
Chief Attraction; Wins 
Money Herself. 


Vice conditions at Fox Lake village, fifty 
miles from Chicago, were investigated yes- 
terday and Saturday night by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter and found to be worse than in the levee 
districts of the city. This state of affairs 
applies to the village only and does not exist 
at all points on the lake. 

Questionable women and men companions 
who go to the village from Chicago to spend 
their week ends,“ however, have been a 
source of annoyance and dread to all of the 
decent people who are in the habit of sum- 
mering at the lake. 

They hire motor boats and launches and 
go wherever they see fit. Property owners 
on the lake have appealed in vain to the vil- 
lage officials to put a stop to the weekly sat- 
urnalia of lawlessness. 

A week ago Thomas R. Quayle, superin- 
tendent of the Lake County Law and Order 
league, made an investigation and appealed 
to State’s Attorney Ralph J. Dady. Theraid 
on the Mineola hotel on Saturday, in which 


five slot machines were confiscated, was an 


immediate result, 


Forty Saloons in Village. 

There are forty saloons in the village of 
Fox Lake, besides numerous blind piss and 
„dum boats, which do not pay a license. 
Nearly all the saloons are connected with 
hotels. Most of the women seen in these 
places are from Chicago's levees. 

Invitations to go out to the resort and 
spend Saturday night and Sunday are dis- 
tributed to young men employed in the big 
retail stores and wholesale houses in Chi- 
cago. The invitations are circular letters 
in which it is mentioned that it is not neces- 
sary to bring feminine companions with 
them. 

The resort ie not yet in full swing. The 
cold weather has kept many people away, 
but there are a few of the levee women at 
the hotels, however. 

The dance hails opened Saturday night. 
There were not more than two or three 
couples on any of the floars. It livened up a 
littie yesterday. There ie not the slightest 
pretense at hiding from the view of people 


on the outside, the orgies going on in the 


saloon wine rooms. 


Admits Gambling in Hotel. 

The usual swinging screens ere missing. 
In most of the places visited the bar was 
located in the drinking room, with tables in 
front of it, where men and women drank 
together. 

Probably the most vicious resort is the 
Mineola hotel, with its 100 rooms. Besides 
the slot machines which were confiscated 
there ig a roulette wheel in the hotel, but 
this was not running yesterday following the 
raid of the day before. 

The TIilinois hotel, on the south shore of 
Nippersink lake, owned by J. C. Diener, is 
the only one which runs all the year. It is 
frequented by women from the levee. The 
Illinois hotel did a big business Decoration 
day and the Saturday and Sunday preced- 
ing it. 

Mise Nellie Shaefer, sister-in-law of Diener, 
who acts as clerk, said that gambling was 
part of the entertainment offered at the 
hotel, and volunteered the information that 
she had won 17 at the game of seven and 
a half the night before. All of the hotels 
are supplied with slot machines, but most of 
the owners were forewarned that Sheriff 
Griffin of Waukegan was to make a raid Sat- 
urday. 

The Bay View hotel, owned by H. J. Witte, 
was found to be one of the shady places at 
the village. Witte runs the Transfer Ex- 
change saloon at Illinois and Wells streets, 
Chicago. 


Tells of Trick on Slot Machines. 

The Red Top inn, near the lake, was recent- 
ly purchased by Charles P. Crouch and Jack 
Saunders, who also run a saloon and dive at 
480 North Clark street. 

Converse Marble, a resident of the village, 
has been fighting the saloon element for 
years. He said during the day that condi- 
tions are growing worse all the time He 
blamed Mayor John C. Brown for the condi- 
tions. 

Tou can get any kind of a gambling game 
you wants said Mr. Marble. “I succeeded 
in ruining the slot machine business last year. 
These machines take quarters and nickels. 
I had 6,000 slugs, such as are used in tele- 
phones, struck off of the exact size of 5 cent 
pleces and quarters. 

On the Fourth of July last summer when 
it was busy I distributed the slugs to boys. 
They worked the machines until they got all 
of the money out of them. 

“ Afterward when a customer would put in 
a real nickel or quarter he would get slugs. 
That started trouble.” 


Another Raid on Slot Machines. 

Mayor Brown denied that he was respon- 
sible in any way for the village a moral tone. 
While he was making his denial, standing on 
his front porch, two girls about 16 years old, 
very intoxicated, were drinking beer in a 
carriage standing in front of a saloon ten 
feet south. 

A second raid was made by Sheriff Griffin 
when he took a money paying slot machine 
from a saloon in North Chicago. This, like 
the one in the Mineola bote at Fox Lake, 
was made on complaint of Thomas R. Quale, 
superintendent of the Lake County Law and 
Order league.

The unidentified man was shot through the 
heart.

He was an Italian and was 
about 26 years old. Colino, the police gay,

Riot Call Is Sent In. 

The fight. started shortly before 11 o'clock 
last night and had been in progress for some 
time before the police were notified.

BRIBERY WITNESS 


Wayman Confers with Stran- 
ger Who May Testify 


Against Browne. 
STATE TO BARE SCANDAL. 


Prosecutor Will Tell Jury Today 
of Payments to Aid Lori- 
mer’s Election. 


Disclosures which will reveal the entire 
@enatorial bribery scandal at Springfield at 
the election of Senator Lorimer are promised 
this morning when State's Attorney Way- 
man makes his opening statement to the jury 
in Judge McSurely’e court which will try 
Legislator Lee O'Neil Browne for bribery. 

New facts gleaned by Mr. Wayman at a 
conference yesterday with an eleventh hour 
witness are expected to play an important 
part in the statement, as will the grand jury 
testimony of Representative George W. 
Myers of Paris, III., who was taken before 
the inquisitorial body secretly last Thurs- 
day morning. 

Mr. Wayman refused to discuss hie new 
evidence last evening. The conference with 
the latest witness in the bribery scandal was 
held in Mr. Wayman’s offices in the Criminal 
Court building before 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. It is not known whether the witness 
is a legisiator or not. ‘ 

To Outline State’s Case. 


Mr. Wayman has signified that in his open- 
ing statement he would prepare Browne for 
the worst by outlining in full the evidence 
which will be offered to show that the de- 
fendant promised Representative Charles A. 
White $1,000 to vote for Lorimer for sena- 
tor and that $850 of the money was paid to 
White by Browne in the Briggs house subse- 
quent to the election of the blonde boss. 

Representatives White, MH. J. C. Becke- 
meyer, and Michael 8. Link, afl of whom 
have confessed ghat they received $1,000 
bribes from Bro in return for their sup- 
port of Lorimer in the senatorial election, 
are in Chicago ready to go on the witness 
stand for the prosecution. Among the wit- 
nesses from outside the state who arrived 
during the day wastCharles C. Swinney, a 
clerk in the Southern hotel in St. Louis. It 
was at the Souhern hotel that Representa- 
tive Robert E. Wilson held his “ jackpot ” 
party, where it is alleged some half dozen 
representatives, including the men who con- 
fessed, received $900 each as their share of 
the legislative corruption fund. 

Browne’s Lawyers Secretive. 

Mysterious moves on the part of attorneys 
for Browne marked their final day of prepara- 
tion to put the case before the jury. Attor- 
ney Patrick H. O'Donnell left Chicago on a 
mysterious errand, and his destination and 
the nature of his mission were secret. At- 
torneys W. 8. Forrest and Charles E. Erb- 
stein, also of counse! for Browne, refused 
any information concerning their colleague, 
but at his residence it was said he would re- 
turn to Chicago this morning. 

Browne held two conferences with Mr. 
Forrest and Mr. Erbstein during the after- 
noon, and in the evening it was said that the 
defense was ready for trial. It was inti- 
mated that in the last two days important 
evidence had been obtained which would 
help Browne. 

The twelve men who are to sit in judgment 
on Browne were continued under close sur- 
veillance during the day by Bailiffs Whalen 
and Pierce. They were allowed to go out of 
their hotel under guard of the officers in the 
afternoon.

English Idea of Open Air Meet- 
ings Adopted in Chicago. 


CROWD CHEERS TWO WOMEN. 


Miss Todd of Chicago and Mrs. Dora 
Montefiore of London Speak. 


The English idea of open air suffrage meet- 
ings was put into practice in Chicago last 
night when more than 1,000 men, women, and 
children gathered in front of the Newberry 
library and listened to stirring addresses by 
Miss Helen Todd of Chicago and Mrs. Dora 
Montefiore of London militant fame. 

As soon as Miss Todd, the first speaker, 
began raising her voice in a general appeal 
for help the audience began flocking from 
various religious gatherings all over Wash- 
ington square, and the deserted itinerant 
preachers helped swel] the throng, applaud- 
ing and cheering the speakers. 

The street meeting was suggested by Mrs. 
Montefiore and was conducted under «the 
auspices of the Political Equality union and 
the Socialist Woman's league. 


Blames the Cheap Politicians. 

“I’m not a professional speaker and know 
nothing about making a speech, but I do 
know that I love children and realize how 
they and their poor mothers—the widows 
and wives of underpaid workmen—must suf- 
ter, began Miss Todd. Many workmen 
may as well be shot down in .neir misery 
as put up with their surroundings. They 
are subjected to the whims of cheap poli- 
ticilans who make laws which make home 
But there is a remedy. Give women 
the ballot and drive these dishonest men 
out of public lite. 

Don't we help make good homes what 
they are? Then why not let us help make 
your cities? We have intelligence and we 
have hearts. We help support your institu- 
tions, so why not gtve us a voice in their man- 
agement? ? 4 


Talk by Militant Suffragette. 

Wo talk about the freedom of women in 
England, but American! women have ten 
times more freedom than English women, 
said Mrs. Montefiore. ‘‘ I am a militant, and 
was in prison, but such rough tactics will 
never be necessary here because with a little 
more education American men will give their 
women freedom.

And 
surely the educated modern woman ought to 
receive as much at least as criminal and 
ignorant men: Think it over.“

Chases Blacks in South 
Side Streets.

MEN FIRE ON PURSUERS. 


Fight Follows Dice Game on the 
Lake Front and Four 
Land in Cells. 


A pitched battle between white men and 
negroes, in which pistols were discharged 
and a baseball game broken up, called the 
Police reserves of the Cottage Grove avenue 
station into action yesterday. 

Several negroes were rescued from a pur- 
suing mob of several hundred persons, and 
later saved from lynching by being locked 
in cells at the police station. 

The trouble began in a dice game on the 
lake. front between Twenty-fourth and 
Twenty-fifth streets. White men and ne- 
groes who were engaged in the game fell to 
quarreling and a white man charged a negro 
with cheating. The quarrel soon turned into 


the head by a rock hurled by a white man, 
and then another negro drew a pistol and 
discharged it at a white man who was assall- 
ing him. 

Men Fire on Pursuers. 

At the height of the fight the negroes fled 
and were followed by a crowd, which set up 
a lynching ory. The negroes, seeing that 
many other white men were joining in the 
chase, drew pistois and fired at their pur- 
suers, in the hope of staying the pursuit. 

The sound of the shooting attracted the at- 
tention of several hundred spectators at a 
nearby ball game and these joined in the 
chase. Cries of kill them and lynch 
them were sounded as the pursuit con- 
tinued, and the negroes were being close 
pressed when the police arrived in response 
to a riot call that had been telephoned to 
the station. 


Police Come to Rescue. 

The fleeing negroes separated and con- 
tinued their flight in separate directions, 
but the crowd of whites hung at their heels 
and it required quick action upon the part 
of the police to round up the negroes and 
hurry them to the station before the mob 
could lay hands on them. The pursuing 
white men followed the police and their 
prisoners to the entrance of the station. 
Threats were made of raiding the jail and 
securing the negroes. 

Four negroes out of the number that had 
engaged in the dice game battle were taken 
into custody and charged with disorderly 
conduct. The prisoners were booked as Cup- 
pla Hudson, 28 years old, 108 South Peoria 
street; Joseph Willlams, 27 years old, 2707 
Dearborn street; Ike Douglas, 22 years old, 
2016 State street, and Darlington Herndon, 
25 years old, 3656 State street.

WORK ENOUGH AT HOME. 

It did not require the experience of rep- 
resentatives of the Legislative Voters’ 
league last week before the downstate 
editorial association to teach observing 
men that there is no place just now out- 
side of Cook county for this organization.

That means organ- 
ization—the expenditure of time and 
money. The downstaters, in refusing to 
listen to Chicago requests for aid and to 
Chicago advice, were well within their 
rights, but they have not yet given the 
complete answer. Let them or and 
get rid of their own second rkers, 
in their own way. It is tbe result end 
not the method that is important. 

It is possible to recognize the distinct 
limitations of a Cook county organization 
in statewide work and yet indorse heartily 
the call for a meeting of citizens in Peoria 
June 27. The people of the state have the 
question in common. Chicago suffers as 
greatly from the operafions of the scala- 
wags from downstate as the state at 
large suffers from the work of rascals from 
Chicago. They can get together and con- 
sult with profit. : 

It will be found, however, that aside 
from whatever good such a meeting as 
that to be held in Peoria will do, the 
problem is twéfold and is big enough 
in both its phases. It would be unwise 
to permit such a scarecrow as “ Chicago 
interference” to protect a lot of scamps 
and crooks from the punishment their own 
neighbors would inflict on them if the 
latter were not convinced that some ma- 
lign influence in Cook county sought to 
destroy or control the “ independent legis- 
lators of downstate districts.

A PATRIOTIC PLAN, 

If a report from the east is true, certain 
railroads, still struggling with the prob- 
lem of the high cost of living, have devised 
a plan to charge for the privilege of en- 
joying a place in a Pullman car. That is, 
not only is the passenger to be taxed by 
the railroad for his transportation and by 
the Pullman company for his occupancy 
of a seat or berth in its vehicle but he is 
also to pay to the railroad a tidy little tax 
for the latter privilege. 

This plan will strike the unbiased ob- 
server as one of the most perfect examples 
of intelligence shown by the genius of 
railroad management in recent years. If 
the inventors of this device had worked 
for years on a project for enraging the 
traveling public to a maximum they could 
not have hit upon anything to match it. 

Doubtless the proponents of the tax are 
patriotic men who realize that its imposi- 
tion would in all probability bring about 
such an assault upon the Pullman rates 
as would shake even that obese and im- 
pregnable monopoly. It would also result 
in a widespread resentment against the 
railronds themselves and probably in 
further rate legislation, but they may be 
willing to accept such evils fer the sake 
of the larger good. 1 8

BUSINESS AND MORALITY. 

The conviction of the secretary and 
treasurer of the American Sugar Refining 
company brings retribution home to at 
least one of the principal executive on- 
cers of that powerful corporation. The 
frauds perpetrated were gross and palpa- 
ble. They were on the moral level of safe 
blowing or pocket picking. The sophis- 
tries which conceal the real evil of many 
of the practices of crooked corporate man- 
agement could not hide the naked dis- 
honesty of this offense, And it ran inte 
millions, 

The exposure shocked the nation, and 
undoubtedly has sunk deep into the con- 
sciousness of the people, fortifying their 
belief in the unscrupulous selfishness of 
corporate management. One such plague 
spot has done more to weaken the appeals 
for equity and restraint in public opinion 
than all the eloquence of conservative 
public men can counteract in half a dec- 
ade. In a superficial sense, this is un- 
just, for honest corporate officials and le- 
gitimately managed, law abiding corpora- 
tions ought not to pay the penalty for tite 
criminality of a few.

The case of Heike is excep- 
tional, but the more serious—becanse 
more insidious and pervasive—evils which 
flow from the perverted loyalty, zeal, ani 
ambition of corporate officials who evade 
or break the law of the land and the law 
of honorable dealing they profess to up- 
hold can be checked only by the develop- 
ment of a more responsible moral tone in 
the whole business community. Men 
whose lives are clean, whose standards 
of conduct in privaté and business life are 
not only unexceptionable but are lived up 
to exactly, are too slow to show their 
disapproval of wrong customs or actions. 

The reasons for this are plain. Amer- 
jeans are individualistic and believe in 
respecting personal rights. They believe 
every man should be accountable to him- 
self for his own actions and are jealous 
of any invasion of that inner tribunal. 
They are also very good natured and 
prone to overlook human weaknesses. And 
they are self-conscious and afraid of be- 
ing considered hypocritical or censorious, 

These are all admirable qualities. But 
they are overdone. Or, rather, they are 
not balanced and corrected by a consid- 
eration of men’s interdependence in hu- 
man society and a proper sense of social 
values and responsibilities. 

A change seems to be coming over us 
in this respect, though slowly, as it must 
come. And it is probable that another 
generation will place its activities on a 
higher level and maintain a better public 
standard of action than ours. 


THE CONTINENTAL-COMMERCIAL. 
There is one business in which the con-

This merger will add only a few mil- 
lions to the banking capital of Chicago, 
but besides adding to the prestige of the 
city it will increase the efficiency of that 
capital. One great bank can manage with 
ease financial undertakings which half a 
dozen smaller banks with resources total- 
ing those of the greater one could handle 
only through unity of action which k 
might be impossible to bring about. The 
greater concentration of Chicago banking 
capital lessens dependence on New York 
for the financing of big local enterprises. 

The near future may have other con- 
solidations in store. There will be active 
rivalry for the honor and profit to be ac 
quired by becoming the great central bank 
of the middle west—not by virtue of an 
act of congress but through the magnitude 


or its resources and the recognized pro- 
eminent financial ability of its managers.

RINCE BBRNADOTTE, one of the 

brothers of the King of Sweden, has 

been representing the latter country 

at the meeting of the untvertal com- 

mittee of the Young Men's Christian 
aseociation, which has just been taking 
place at Geneva. It has been a meeting 
which attracted to Switzerland representa- 
tives from I. M. C. A. organizations in 
every part of the world. 

It is doubtful; bowever, whether any of 
them can boast of a more extraordinary ca- 
reer than that of this selon of Scandinavian 
royalty, who relinquished his status as a 
prince of the blood and hie rights of suc- 
cession to the throne, descending to the rank 
of an ordinary nobleman, in order to wed 
hie mother’s maid of honor, Miss oba 
Munck. 

The match had the dowager queen's sanc- 
tion, but did not meet with the approval of 
the late king nor of the other members of 
the royal family, and owing to thie Prince 
Bernadotte is to a 4 extent estra 
from his brothers. is estrangement has 
been intensified by the knowledge that the 
dowager queen has determined to bequeath 
the whole of her large fortune to this favor- 
ite son, who is so closely identified with all 
her religious views and prejudices, instead 
of disposing of it in equal shares among 
all her children. 

Prince Bernadotte is a sailor by profes- 
sion and holds the rank of rear admiral on 
the retired list. He retired in order to de- 
vote himself more fully to his work in con- 
nection with the Young Men's Christian 
association, with the Salvation army, and 
the total abstinence cause, in all of which 
movements he plays a leading role in Sweden, 

He is active as a lay preacher and may 
often be found holding open air services 
and delivering exhortations in the streets 
of Stockholm and of other Swedish cities, 
accompanied by his wife, who leads the 
singing and makes the responses. 

Before retiring from the navy Prince Ber-. 
nadotte distinguished himself by rescuing 
two men from drowning at Stockholm under 
dangerous circumstances, receiving in rec- 
ognition thereof the life saving medal which 
his father, the late King Oscar, likewise 
wore, prlaing it over all his other orders of 
knighthood.

King Edwards death has resulted in a 
change in the plans for the marriage of 
Princess Clementine of Belgium to Prince 
Victor Napoleon. The project of solemniz- 
ing the wedding at Farnborough, Empress 
Eugénie’s home in England, has been aban- 
doned, and it is probable that it will take 


place quietly and much earlier than antici- 


pated at the chateau of Moncalieri, near 
Turin. 

Princess Clothilde, the mother of Prince 
Victor Napoleon, has made her home there 
without interruption ever since she left 
Paris on the fall of the empire in September. 
1870, that is to say, forty years ago. 

Both the prince and his flancée are no 
staying at Moncalier! with Princess Clo- 
thllde, and no one need be astonished to 
learn at any moment that they have been 
married there without any fuss or pomp. 
They may take this means to avoid all dan- 
ger of giving offense to the French govern- 
ment by converting the wedding into a sort 
of Bonapartist demonstration. The latter 
would be almost inevitable if the marriage 
were to occur at Brussels or at Farnborough, 
where there would necessarily be a consid- 
erable gathering not only of English and 
foreign royalties but also of all the leaders 
of the Bonapartist party in France. 

At Moncalieri nothing of the kind would be 
looked for. Princess Clothilde lives there in 
complete retirement, leading the existence 
of a sister of mercy and devoting herself to 
the hospital and to the orphan and foundling 
asylums which she has established under 
her own roof. As a result any assemblage 
there of a large party of wedding guests 
would be out of the question. 

— 


It remains to be seen whether Empress 
Eugénie will attend the wedding if! sol- 
emnized at Moncalierl. She did not get along 
well with Princess Clothilde during the last 
ten years of the empire, resenting the com- 
parisons which were always being made to 
her own disadvantage between herself and 
the princess in the matter of discretion and 
dignity. She cannot forget the contrast be- 
tween her own flight from Paris in disguise 
under the care of her American dentist, and 
the proud departure on the same day from 
the French capita! of the Princess Clothilde, 
who drove from the Palais Royal to the 
Lyons railroad terminus in an open car 
riage and four, with postilions and foot- 
men in state livery, all heads being bared 
to her in token of respect as she drove by, 
even in the St. Antoine district, the most 
revolutionary and anarchistic quarter of 
Paris. 

Astonishing though it may appear, Prin- 
cess Clothilde and Empress Eugénie, those 
two chief feminine figures of the court of 
the Tuileries during the reign of Napoleon 
III., have never met since the fall of the 
empire, and while time and sorrow have 
softened many former prejudices and an- 
tipathies, yet the two women are 60 opposed 
to one another in character and in sympa- 
thles that it is not probable they will care to 
meet at this late day. 

Princess Clothilde, I may add, is the sister 
of the late King Humbert and of Queen Pia 
of Portugal, an aunt: therefore of the dukes 
of Abruzzi and of Aosta, as well as of the 
Count of Turin and of King Victor Em- 
manuel.

So many inquiries have been made in the 
English and American press as to the where- 
abouts of the portrait In olls of Ddward VII., 
by the French painter Bastien Lepage, that 
it may be just as well to set speculation at 
rest by explaining that the picture in ques- 
tion is in the possession of the dead artist's 
brother at the latter's home in Paris. 

The picture. was exhibited at the Paris 
salon in 1880, if my memory serves me aright, 
after having b painted to the erder of 
the royal sitter. 

According to the agreement between them 
the painting was to be shipped from the 
salon at the close of the exhibition straight 
to Marlborough house, but at the last minute 
the artist wrote asking the then Prince of 
Wales for permission to have the painting 
returned to his studio for two or three days 
in order to make a slight change before 
its departure for London. 

Once he had regained possession of the 
picture, he declined to surrender it to the 
prince unless the latter consented to pay 40 
per cent more than the price originally agreed. 
upon between them. 

— 

The fact of the matter was that the art- 
ist's head had been completely turned by 
the praise justly lavished on the painting 
at the salon and had cee to the conclusion 
that he had executed it for a price far in- 
ferior to ite real value. The Prince of 
Wales declined to comply with the demands 
of the painter, and rather than court the 
publicity involved by an appeal to the French 
tribunals for the fulfillment of the agree- 
ment with the painter he resolved to leave 
the picture on bis hands, much as he ad- 
mired it. 

The story of Bastien Lepage's treatment 
of the British heir apparent became known 
and cost him many friends in France, espe- 
cially in the artistic world, in which Edward 
VII. was always popular, When the painter 


} died the picture passed into the possession 
of his 


brother, who offered to sell it to the 
prince for a sum considerably in advance 
of that originally agreed upon. The prince.

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FRANZ AMBERG DIES AT 13 


Prominent German and Held 
Hany Political Offices. 


FIGURE IN TEAMSTERS’ WAR. 


Was a Founder of Maennerchor and 
Other Teutonic Societies. 


Franz Amberg, a prominent figure in poli- 
tics and one of Chicago's leading German 
citizens, died yesterday at the age of 73 years. 
He had been in poor health for some months. 

Mr. Amberg’s political activities lasted 
fourteen years, beginning in 1880, when he 
was made penitentiary commissioner under 
Gov. Oglesby. In 1888 he became city clerk, 
serving in this office for two years, when he 
was elected city collector during Mayor 
Washburn's term. 

While city clerk Mr. Amberg was proposed 
as the regular Republican nominee for state 
treasurer in 1889, and, though defeated, ran 
8,000 votes ahead of his ticket. 


Famed for Speech Against Shea. 

In 1906 he returned to public notice by de- 
elaring during a teamsters’ strike hearing 
that Cornelius P. Shea, then president of the 
teamsters’ union, ought to be hanged to a 
lamp post. He epoke as president of the 
West Side Liverymen's association. 

Mr. Amberg was a civil war veteran, serv- 
ing with the First Dlinois cavalry for three 
years, He fought in the battle of Antietam, 
also in skirmishes in Virginia and Maryland. 
He was born in Oberndorf, Bavaria, Sept. 1, 
1837. and came to Chicago at the age of 20. 
Hie career was that of the self-made man. 

Arriving in Chicago withdut friends, he 
worked at his trade of wagon maker until 
the war. At the close of service he engaged 
in the flour and feed business for nine years, 
and from then until last year, when he re- 
tired, managed a livery establishment. 


Head of Many German Societies. 

Mr. Amberg was president of the North 
American singerbund and one of the found- 
ers of the German minnerchor, of which he 
also was head up to the time of his death. 
He was an honorary member of the German 
‘National bund. He belonged to the George 
H. Thomas post No. 5, G. A. R., and held high 
rank in the Masonic orders. Mr. Amberg 
was one of the organizers and a member of 
the executive board of the United Societies 
for Local Self-Government. He is survived 
by a son and daughter. 

The funeral services will be held from his 
late residence, 507 Throop street, under the 
auspices of Lessing lodge No. 557, Wednes- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock. Interment will 
be at Graceland cemetery.

Three Cities in Battle.

Bach town had ite 
campaign committee and the fight has been 
pushed for months. The question was voted 
on at a special election yesterday and it is 
claimed by adherents of Oklahoma City that 
the returns from forty of the seventy coun- 
ties show Oklahoma City has won over Guth- 
rie and Shawnee by 50.000 plurality. 

Guthrie was not willing to stand by the 
decision of the voters and last night Judge 
A. H. Huston of the District court, on appli- 
cation of Guthrie citizens, issued an tnjunc- 
tion against members of the state adminis- 
tration to prevent the removal of state 
offices to Oklahoma City. 


Speedy Trip for Seal. 


When the result of the election became 


known Oklahoma City’s supporters began the~ 


moving of the capital. Possession of the 
state seal was the firet step sought. At 1 
o'clock this morning an auto left Oklahoma 
City with one passenger, W. B. Anthony, 
private secretary to the "governor. It fs 
thirty-five miles from Oklahoma City to 
Guthrie, but Anthony made it in the dark 
in less than an hour. 

When he reached the outskirts of Guthrie 
he muffied the machine, drove rapidly to the 
office of the secretary of state in the tem- 
porary capitol, where he seized the seal. 

The governor's daughter had her exciting 
experience’ in Guthrie lest evening. She, 
with several friends, was among the crowdae 
watching the returns from the voting when 
Oklahoma City began to pull ahead. Migs 
Haskell, who is only 17 years old, began to 
cheer. The crowd, angered by the lossof the 
capital, jeered and hissed, and then some 
one threw a stone. Miss Haskell and her 
party fied to a hotel under a shower of mis- 
siles, Later they elipped away secretly and 
took the first train for this town.

Roo-sha, the Wild Man, 
at Forest Park Show.

OO-SHA is one of the principal features 

at Forest park this summer. Roo-sha is 

a wild man captured in the rocky fast- 

nesses of Mexico only after a terrific 

struggle. Roo-sha is so hairy he looks 
like an Angora goat and he is very, very wild. 
The gentleman who lectures regarding Roo-sha 
frequently warns nervous old ladies and chil- 
dren to stand well back from Roo-sha’s cage, 
for he is so strong none can tell when he will 
snap the inch thick iron bars apart and escape 
from his prison.

Misconception of the Deity. 

“When we speak of God today there is some- 

thing that chills many of us and leaves us 
cold,” said Prof. George — K in a sermon 
in the Third Unitarian churcn. 
2 4 multitude of misunderstandings, irrita- 
tions, dumb, heavy feelings rise before us and 
roll between speaker and hearer like @ thick 
wall of mist. So many think of something nar- 
row, hollow, think of dogmas, confessional coer- 
cion, and the like. And so when we say to one 
another that God must dwell in the heart if 
we are not to be slaves of Mammon, we must 
go on to say that we mean God himself, not 
confession to him or theory about him. God's 
life and love can be in a man who does not 
know the name of God or who denies that there 
is a God. 

“When we speak of God we mean the op- 
posite of Mammon. Mammon is a mere thing, 
soulless stuff, dust. God is spirit, the psychic, 
the personal. Wherever there is in a man some- 
thing greater than his selfish self, something 
broad and free and human, something tugging 
him to lofty heights, some sacred fire; wher- 
ever the spirit rules in man, there God is, by 
whatsoever name he may be named or whether 
or not he be named at all; then he is the un- 
known God. 

“Wherever there is sunlight it comes from 
the sun, even if ane does not think of the sun. 
One can confess God and theorize about God and 
fight bitterly for his confessions and his theories 
and not crave God, but serve Mammon. But 
you can be filled with the love of truth, with 
the ideals of humanity, live in the love of these 
ideals. and serve them with the last full meas- 
ure of devotion without any confessions in God 
or theory about him. 

“God means more to me than this. But this 
will do. No man hath seen God at any time. 
But if we love one another God dwells in us, 
for God is love. And love is fellowship. And 
fellowship with man is communion with God. 

“In this way the hunger of life is stilled 
by something better than gold. This is the 
greater joy in the presence of which the joy 
of gold fades and its demonic magic is futile. 
We now drink from another fountain and are 
saved from the thirst for honor, envy, and 
hatred. One thing only is needful, that our re- 
ligion be joyous, that God be sun, not cloud.

ATANZARO, Calabria, Italy, April 6.— 
Catanzaro is a real city, with 23,000 peo- 
ple, cabs, electric lights, public garden, 
museum, castle, palace, several hotels, 
© emigrants, and an English Sir Somebody 
who has come here to study medieval landscape 
gardening. It even has good looking peasant 
women, in beautiful costumes, the first I have 
seen in Italy. In proportion to its size it has 


3 I not a large emigration. Large cities rarely do. 
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But it is in the center of a region every town 
of which is steadily being drained of its best 
right arms. 

- Catanzaro is sixt¥-five miles and seven hours 
from Cetraro. The ride is interesting and in- 
structive. It helps us understand Calabria and 
emigration. From Cetraro for forty miles we 
‘traverse the Calabrian coast, always wild and 


appears in places and the roadbed is cut through 
rock by the side of the sea. In the forty miles 
‘we pass eleven towns, and we can never forget 
to wonder how the people live. Some of these 
4 towns are large. All are well up on hillsides or 
summits of peaks. To many of them there its 
no wagon road, only a mule path, zigzagging 
across the face of rock walls. Every available 
# foot of ground is cultivated. Groves of olives 
and figs and tiny patches of wheat or big patches 
of giant cactus, the fruit of which helps to sus- 
life. 


Land Stony and Barren. 


Some of the towns seem plastered to the sides 
of the hills. Above some of them rise towers 
of old castles. Nature never intended this coun- 
try to be thickly inhabited. But the industry 
of man has re-made it, even as it has the lava 
fields of Etna. In some places the soil is so 
stony that stone walis cover as great an area as 
the soll itself. 

We cross many streams over fine bridges. 
These streams are short and generally with lit- 
tle water. With the melting snows of spring 
they become torrents, rushing to the sea over 
wide, rocky beds which must be well protected 
by solid walls of masonry to prevent an over- 
flow and the destruction of crops. Near Sant’ 
BPufemia we enter a broader river valley and 
come to some real flat country. We change cars 
and turn away from the coast and Yor thirty 
miles climb into the interior. 

Through a misunderstanding the only cab for 
- i this, the second largest city in Calabria, had 
iert when we got outside the station. There 
it would be another one in fifteen minutes—so they 
said. We wait fifteen minutes, then an hour. 
In the meanwhile we enjoyed the beautiful view 
ot the old city, perched high on the top of a 
nil. Then we walked the four miles into town.

We pass a funeral. Many men, clothed in 
long, white gowns with blue capes, carrying 
crosses and candles, followed by four men bear- 
ing a large coffin of yellow plush and gold lace. 
It was a poor man's funeral and the coffin is 
rented, but he is commanding more attention to- 
day than ever before. We enter a church, At 
the door we are beset by beggars and cripples in 
rags. Cripples and church beggars will prob- 
ably go out with this generation. There will 
come a time when it will not be considered re- 
spectable to live by alms. But that time has 
not yet come, 

There are boys in the street, bright, quick wit- 
ted youngsters, sharp and ready to fight among 
themselves for a cigaret stub and the chance to 
show the stranger the town. There are dirty 
boys, whistling and singing and scrapping. One 
will carry your bag a block. You give him two 
cents. He sets up a howl as if you had robbed 
him of his inheritance. It is the system. If 
you had given him 20 cents his appeal for more 
would have been even more pitiful. 


Women's Gay Costumes. 

Then there are the women—chunky little 
women,,their chunkiness accentuated by bulging, 
plaited skirts. But they are good to look upon, 
as the old costume is always prettier than the 
modern, dirty calico. Below the knees is a 
white skirt. Over it, but shorter, a red skirt. 
Over this a blue skirt, gathered and pinned at 
the back. The shirt is white, with little frills 
and things, and over it a low cut, sleeveless 
bodice. On the head is a handkerchief or a piece 
of gay silk, skillfully arranged in the form of a 
headdress. 

At first sight it looks a little queer, but in 
the fact that it is comfortable, serviceable, and 
that the fashion does not change, these women 
have an advantage over modern women, whose 
husbands’ pocketbooks are at the service of 

reakish architects who feed on woman’s morbid 
ire to be in fashion and the merchant's need 
of money to keep his own family in style. 

It seems good to see women in the street 
again, even though some are carrying heavy 
burdens on their heads, others big baskets of 
asparagus, little bundles of greens; others with 
oranges, fennel, or onions, some with cakes. 
Nearly all the women wear heavy gold earrings. 
All wear necklaces of coral or gold beads. Many 
wear pretty aprons with horizontal stripes of 
varying colors and a band of embroidery at the 
bottom. My guide experiences a distinct thrill 
when we meet two comely young women. He 
exclaims, “ By Jove, it’s rare!” 


City Is Well Built. 


Catanzaro is a pretty good town. It lacks 
the grace of old Castrogiovanni, but it is well 
built and has several fairly broad streets. Some 
of its houses are of fine architecture. Many 
still possess ancient armorial! bearings. Nearly 
all are three stories high, some even five. Most 
of the streets are clean. A few streets are lanes 
five feet wide; some are steep, with rough, dis- 
placed cobbles. Many are dirty, but few are 
really filthy. Along the lanes are big houses 
with small rooms, heavy doors and no windows. 
In one house I found a carpenter working on a 
coffin, his wife at a loom, and the chickens and 
children helped to fill in what little space there 
was left. 

Our hotel is really comfortable and 
The Duke of the Abruzzi once stopped 8 
are not allowed to forget this, because the man- 
ager has capitalized the fact and his guests are 
still paying for it.

Unnecessary Expense of $3,500 
a Year in Hauling Coal to 
Pumping Station. 


WILL TRY TO STOP IT. 


Commissioner Inspects Eight 
Waterworks Plants; Urges 
Changes at Chicago Avenue. 


Waste of about $3,500 a year was discovered 
yesterday by B. J. Mullaney, commissioner 
of public works, and his deputy, Oscar E. 
Hewitt, in their inspection of waterworks 
pumping stations. 

It was estimated by George F. Samuel, 
city engineer, who also went on the trip, that 
the annual cost of teaming necessary to 


switchtrack near the Twenty-second street 
station to the station itself would reach that 
figure. No reason prohibiting the extension 
of the track so that the coal could be un- 
loaded from the cars directly into the station 
bunkers could we found. 


Use 10,000 Tons a Tear. 


The amount of coal used in a year at Twen 
ty-eecond street was estimated at about 10,-

Let me say that 
while Choynski has gone aiong a bit in years, 
he is still a mighty clever, shifty boxer, and 
there are few wrinkles in the game that he 
doesn’t know. rie is there, too, with a sting- 
ing clip, and did not hesitate to send it in, 
but Jeff was alert always and Joe scarcely 
ever succeeded in landing.

Thinks Jeff in Best Days Could 
Not. Have Beaten Johnson. 


TELLS OF HIS OWN DEFEAT. 


Middleweight Champion on Way to the 
Coast to Meet Sam Langford.

Jack Johnson will defeat Jeffries on July 
4 just as surely as the sun rises on Inde- 
pendence day. Such is the statement made 
yesterday by Middleweight Champion Stan- 
ley Ketchel who stopped off in Chicago fora 
few hours on his way to the coast, where he 
will meet Sam Langford in San Francisco 
on July 2. 

The middleweight titleholder does not give Jef- 
fries a chance of winning from the big black. 
saying Johnson is the greatest heavyweight fighter 
the world ever has seen. This opinion was formed 
after exchanging wallops with Johnson for twelve 
rounds. 

“I'll take Johnson for mine.“ said Ketchel as 
he puffed away at a big, black cigar. ‘‘ He pos- 
sesses everything which goes to make up a great 
fighter. He can hit with either hand, he is clever, 
and he can take a great deal of punishmem wiwo 
out showing any external signs of pain. 

In our fight on the coast I hit him several times 
as hard as ever I hit any fighter who took the count. 
but all he would do would be to wince a bit and 
come right back for more. This discouraged me, 
for I goon realized that my only chance of win- 
ning was to stay the limit and try to outpoint him. 
As the fight went along I realized this, too, was a 
hopeless ta for he was far too clever for me. 

There is no question in my mind about the 
ability of Jeffries to come back and be as good as 
he ever was, but I do not delieve that the unde- 
feated champion in his palmiest days could have 
defeated the present Jack Johnson.“ 

Ketchel was optimistic as to his chances with 
Langford, but that the champion holds Sam in high 
regard was evidenced by the guarded manner in 
which he spoke of the fleht. Ot course Sam is 
a great fighter.” he said, and he never has 
taken a hard beating. He can hit. and I think he 
is one of the‘cleverest fighters in the ring today. 
To beat him I will have to be in the best of condi- 
tion, and thie is one of the reasons why I have 
been fighting in the east. I will do all my train- 
ing at Colma.”

Jobbers Report Trade on Heavy Basis— 
Low Temperatures Stimulate Demand 
and Prices Advance. 


Chicago grocery jobbers report that the 
trade for the past week war most encour- 
aging, having recovered matertally from tha 
setback due to weather conditions anc estab- 
lishing itself on a more healthy basis than 
that of the preceding month. 

Trade has been about normal for this time of 


| the year, said one of the wholesalers, “ and the 


outlook is becoming better every day.“ 
Continued cool weather was a potent factor in 
ng price conditions during the week. Dried 
fruits and canned goods were affected particular- 
ly, on account of the unprecedented demand. 

Corn and tomatoes were kings in the canned 
goods, line—ea@ far as uppishness is concerned, 
wholesalers being compelled early in the week to 
pay an advance of ne over the corn quota- 
tions of the previous week, while tomatoes went 
wp 80 in the same time. 

Flour on Tuesday advanced from $5.80 to 68. 00 
on the lower priced, while the best grades re- 
maine at $6.00 to the retail trade. The best 
grades did not fluctuate, as they were purchased 
when the price was stationary. The market is 
generally firm. 

Quotations on the 1910 crop peas, which were 
received by the jobbers during the week, showed 
an advance of 1 cent to 1% cents a pound on the 
opening prices of a year ago. 

Quotations on Columbia river chinooks recetved 
from the Columbia River Packers association are 
10c per dozen cans higher than last year. The 
new prices will not be felt by the retailers ynti! 
the old pack is exhausted, which will be in about 
sixty: days, but there is a steady advance on this 
pack as a result of the demand, and one jobber 
predicts the prices of the old will about equa! 
the new by the time the 1910 pack becomes avaii- 
able. Fink salmon has already gone up Se a 
dozen cans. 

Corn sirup advanced during the latter part of 
the week, largely as a result of an adverse de- 
cision given against the Corn Products company 
by the Wisconsin Supreme court, prohibiting the 
sale of corn sirup under the corn sirup fabel 
and requiring the same to be labeled glucose 

An advance of 15 to 20 per cent in maple-sugar 
quotations is predicted by a local dealer as a result 
of reports of a 40 to 50 per cent shortage in this 
year’s supply.

St. Paul Capitalists to Establish 
Plant at Cowley. 


OPTION ON ORE PROPERTY. 


Syndicate Also Secures Charter for 
Butte-Calgary Railway. 


Winnipeg, Man, June 12.—St. Paul capital- 
ists are about to establish a steel plant and 
smelter near Cowley, Alberta. Kasle cap- 
lialists have turned over immense coal and 
iron deposits near Cowley to the syndicate

adapted for the manufacture of steel.

Railroad Demand Less Important, 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 12.—[{Special.}—If one 
were to depend entirely on the interviews 
with railway officers published in the news- 
papers, he would concméde that the companies 
had canceled equipment orders in enormous 
quantity after the government’s rate in- 
junction, and then had revoked the cancella- 
tions after the conference with President 
Taft. This idea and the notion that the 
steel and iron industry had been threatened 
with a most damaging blow have been prey- 
alent. They are both extremely exaggerated, 
if not erroneous. 

So far as concerns the recent prediction 
of business reaction, as a result of the ad- 
ministration’s attitude, there is no doubt 
that general conditions were somewhat af- 
fected by the developments at Washington, 
but it is equally true that these incidents 
merely tended to emphasize already visible 
indications of slackening trade. 

In other words, the more or less prevalent 
beHef that the railroads use more than half 
of the tonnage turned out in American mille 
is far from the actual fact.

Purchases for rail- 
road acount this year have been merely to 
supply pressing needs, and could not hava 
been postponed for any considerable period. 


TRADE IN PIG IRON IS QUIET. 


There was little action in the pig iron mar- 
ket of the Chicago district last week, with 
no large deals to attract attention but snough 
orders for spot delivery to keep the market 
fairly steady. Foundries have been buying 
for immediate needs only, favora>ie quota- 
tions apparently offering no inducer ents for 
them to come into the market for futures. 
The foundry interests have endeavored to 
secure concessions, but so far mas: of these 
concessione have been turned own. Indicat- 
ing that the furnace interests are firming up 
on their quotations.

LACK OF DEMANDSTILL FELT 
IN COTTON GOODS MARKET. 


Critical Stage in Industry Continues Evi- 
dent, Even Cost Price of Print Goode 
Failing to Attract Buyers, 


New York, June 12.—A critical stage has 
been arrived at in the cotton goods market 
because of the lack of response from buyers 
to the sustained values on cloths forced by 
the maintained high cotton prices. Concerns 
like the American Printing company and the 
Fall River Iron Works milis, the largest of 
the producers of printed staples, heve been 
closed because buyers refuge to pay 5% cents 
for staple prints, the new price recently 
made, and which represents actual cost based 
on cotton ag it now stands. 

Other large producers of cotton goods, in- 
cluding B. B. & R. Knight, Rhode Island, 
have also given notice that if present prices 
do not attract business further curtailment 
will be forced. 

The volume of curtailment in all the m- 
Gustry is estimated at 80 per cent, some ape- 
cific branches not operating more than 60 
per cent of their machinery, 

Stocks of goode in jobbers’ and retatlers’ 
hands are not large, this being shéwn by the 
constant requests for immediate shipment. 
Prices on staple cotton goofs are materia! 
ly below the prices current in 1907 when cot- 
ton was 30 per cent cheaper, and in many 
cases they are based on cotton at 12% cents 
per pound. A reaction from this abnormal 
condition is looked for at any time, as buy- 
ers have waited longer than usual in plac- 
ing their orders and manufecturers say they 
can see nothing to indicate a probability of 
cheap cotton this year. 

The demand from day to day is of a hand 
to mouth character, although some few large 
buyers oave quietly covered, while others 
who gre bearish in their attitude admit that 
they will soon have to order more merchan- 
dise. In the primary market the opiniun pre- 
vaile that reaction is close at band. 


MINE INSPECTORS MEET HERE; 
VOTE ON U. S. COMMISSIONER. 
Third Annual Convention of Institute 


Begins Tomorrow—Choice of Officers 
Also to Be Announced, 


Unusual importance is attached to the third 
annual convention of the Mine Inspectors’ 
Institute of the United States, which will be 
opened at the Grand Pacific hotel tomorrow 
morning. 

Under the new federal law creating the 
office of the commissioner of the bureau of 
mines, the institute will vote to recommend 
a man for the new governmental position, 
which carries a salary of $6,000 a year. 

David Ross, secretary of the Illinois bureau 
of labor statistics, is the candidate of the 
delegates who favor a practical miner for the 
office. The candidate of the technological 
delegates is Dr. J. A. Holmes of Washington, 
D. C. For some time Dr. Holmes has had 
charge of the experimental mine work of the 
federal government. 

In addition to this contest there will be the 
announcement of the result of the annual 
election of officers of the thstitute. The vote 
on these officers was taken in the several 
states some time ago and the ballots will be 
returned sealed to the convention. The op- 
posing nominees for the office of president of 
the institute are George Harrison of Colum- 
bus, O., chief inspector of mines of Ohio, who 
is the present incumbent of the office, and 
Thomas K. Adams of Mercer, a., a mine in- 
spector.

BANKRUPTCY FRAUDS FEWER. 


Merchants’ Protective Arsociation Re- 
ports Improved Conditions in the 
Dry Goods Trade.

Should a test of the charges of rebating 
against the Union Stock Yards and Trans 
portation company in an injunction suit re- 
suk in a decision by the civil courts that 
the defendant corporation is an interstate 
earrier, grand jury inquiry into the com-

The civil suit will be filed today in the Unit- 
ed States Circuit court by District Attorn 
Sims, who expects to show that the compan 
is in interstate commerce, and 
should, under the law, file its tariffs with 
the interstate commerce commission. He 
charges that the company has violated the 
igterstate commerce law prohibiting discrim- 
mation and rebating through the medium 
of a contract to pay Louis Pfaelzer & Sons, 
general packers, to remain within the stock- 
yards district and furnish business for the 
transportation company, and increase the 
earnings of the latter company’s subsidiary, 
the Chicago Junction railway. 

Should these things be proved, it is said, 
the government would bein a position to take 
ite allegations before a federal grand jury 
with a view of getting indictments for vio- 
lations of the interstate commerce act. 

The stockyards end transportation com- 
pany maintains that it is not an interstate 
carrier, but merely a terminal transporter. 


SMALL BILLS ARE SCARCE; 
FARMERS SOON TO NEED THEM 


Treasury Department Takes Steps to In- 
crease Supply of $1 and 82 Cur- 
rency, Which Is Used in Fall Trade. 


Washington, D. C., June 12—The treasury 
department has taken steps to increase the 
supply of small bills, for which there al- 
ways is a heavy demand during the fall 
months of the year. 

Especially is this the case with the one and 
two dollar denominations, their issue legal- 
ly being. Umited to silver certificates. Coun- 
try banks and those in the communities 
where business fe not large especially require 
the smaller currency, and ft is with difficutly 
that the treasury is able to meet the demand. 
There also is a shortage of five dollar bills. 

By law, national banks are prohibited from 
issuing more than one-third of their circula- 
tion in five dollar notes. Some banks take 
advantage of the law; many do not, the con- 
sequence being that not more than 20 per cent 
of national bank circulation is in five dol- 
lar notes.

TWIN FALIS IS BUSY CITY 


Government Reclamation Work 
Outdistanced by Carey 
Act Projects. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Twin Falls, Idaho, June 12.—[(Special.]— 
When the present census is completed it is 
believed that a population of 50,000 will be 
reported back to Washington from the irri- 
gated areas along the Snake river in this 
vicinity. But even if this figure is not 
reached, there is certain to be a remarkable 
showing for a locality that was a sage brush 
desert not more than six years ago. There 
is, in fact, hardly a spot in the rapidly de- 
veloping west where the growth of a farming 
district has been as rapid and as solid as 
in the vicinity of this young and vigorous 
city. 

Apple orchards are being started in many 
places near here, but as a rule the owner 
of the land confines his attention to the 
regulation crops, hence fields of grain or of 
potatoes are seen more frequently than the 
young trees. Although most of the trees 
are young it is believed there is ample proof 
that orchards will thrive in this locallty 
and that the fruit crop will command atten- 
tion in the future, because of its quality and 
quantity. 

Several thousand Chicagoans have gained 
their first intimate acquaintance with the 
west as the result of the requirements of the 
Carey act, under the terms of which the 
settler must live for a short time on the 
land he wishes to take up. In Idaho the 


required term is thirty days, hence there 


are many who have spent their vacations 
near here and have put in the time prepar- 
ing the land where they expect, some day, to 
make their homes. 


Many Chicagoans There. 

A large percentage of the residents of the 
frrigated district near hére came from the 
large cities, chiefly from Chicago, and it is 
said that many of them never before had 
deen on a farm. Lack of experience has 
not proved the handicap that anight be an- 
ticipated, as some of the former city men 
now rank among the most successful irri- 
gators on the tract. The reason for this, it 
is explained, is that the farmer from the 
humid regions and the city man both find 
themseives up against a new proposition in 
tackling irrigation. and the city man, who 
openiy admits his ignorance of the subject, 
ig likely to fare better tpan the one who 
Tejects offers of advice. ;

Deals Promise to 
Bring Easier Cash Condi- 
tions in Autumn. 


BANKS HEAVY LENDERS. 


Farmers Likely to Have to Sell 
Crops Early and Protect 
Their Credit. 


BY HECTOR. 

Out of the extended speculation in western 
farm lands, there promises to develop factors 
which in the end will make for easier money 
conditions in the coming autumn. t is be- 
lieved that the extent to which western banks 
have made farm loans may cause them to 
restrict accommodation to the farmer and in 
turn cause the latter to market his produce, 
especially wheat, in order to raise cash. 

Should there be a free movement of grain 
it would mean a better market for that com- 
modity, probably a considerable volume of 
exports, and not only increase circulation at 
home, but also bring to this country foreign 
credits, or cash. 

An interesting turn in the money mark 
has contributed to the present outlook along 
the lines suggested. Last April a few money 
lending institutions decided to rais> their rate 


on farm mortgages from 5 to 6 per cent. At 


that time country banks had fairly well 
“ lodded up with 5 per cent land loans. 


Higher Rate Becomes General. 
Following the first raises in rates the larg- 
est insurance companies handling farm 
mortgages advanced their rate to 6 per cent. 
This charge has become general within the 
last six weeks and the country banker finds 
himself unable to sell his farm loan at the 
price he paid for it; that is, he loaned his 
money to the farmer at 5 per cent, where now, 
in order to dispose of this note and convert 
it into cash bank credit, he is obliged to 
pay 6 per cent. He is, therefore, getting 5 
per cent on a loan which he can only dis- 
pose of on a 6 per cent basis. 

It becomes a question whether the country 
banker will sell his farm loans at a cut price 
in order to enable him to grant cditional 
credit to his farmer patrons or will insist 
upon them selling their grain and thereby 
avoid the necessity for borrowing. 

One of the difficult things for the average 
investor to do is that of selling one invest- 
ment at a loss in order to buy another at 
a possible profit. The tendency is to hold 
the original in the expectancy of ending with 
a profit. For this reason there is no doubt 
the country banks will hesitate to sell ona 
6 per cent interest basis the loans they made 
at 5 per cent. Their city correspondents will 
encourage them in this attitude and will be 
unwilling to extend them credit to accommo- 
date the farmer, while the latter’s granaries 
may be filled with marketable produce. 


Competition May Bring Loans. 

In localities in the country where competi- 
tion among banks is appreciably keen there 
will be less disposition to refuse the farmer 
credit, although it may be known he has 
grain which could be marketed and that he 
wishes to borrow funds with which to pur- 
chase an automobile. On the whole, how- 
ever, the tendency will be to urge the ship- 
ment of produce to the market. 

In New York and Chicago there are signs 
of easier money. The minimum rate here is 
still 5 per cent, but it ie not firm at that quo- 
tation. It seems inevitable that within a few 
weeks there will be a general 4% per cent 
market, unless some development in the busi- 
ness situation should stiggest a degree of 
caution that would render advisable a fur- 
ther strengthening ot cash resources.
